CHINESE  COLUMN  JUNIPER  (J.  chinensis  columnaris).  Perhaps  one  of  the 
greatest  new  Evergreens  in  recent  years.  A  hardy,  fast  growing  Cedar  of  narrow, 
tall  growth; — narrower  than  the  Red  cedar.  A  wonderful  tree  for  tall  accents  in 
Foundation  Plantings  or  for  formal  work.

We  recommend  them  as  in¬ 
dividual  plants  in  especially  favorable  locations.  They  do  not  usually  trans¬ 
plant  as  well  as  any  of  the  following  Cypresses.  But  they  are  nevertheless  very 
well  worth  planting.
